The Crisis in Austria. 


The crisis in Austria, whether the pre 
sent attempt Lo COM Pose it succeeds or not, 
must @xert a profound influence upon the 
future of the war It may be 
ascribed directly to the Russian Revolu- 
tion, which, as one of the chief Viennese 


COUTSEeG 


papers declared a month ago, was bound 
to have its effect on th» internal policy of 
the Central European Powers. The Revo- 
lution inspired the Government of the 
Emperor with new hopes of peace, and it 
was apparent that there could be no pros- 
pect of realising those hopes unless some 
concession were made to the principles of 
democracy and nationality for which the 
Allies are contending. Accordingly the 
principle of democracy was so far ad- 
mitted that the Refchsrath, suppressed 
since the beginning of the war, was sum- 
moned to meet, as a preliminary to an 
attempt to effect some compromise with 
the subject nationalities. The Reichsrath 
met three weeks ago, and the Government 
of Count Clam Martinic already finds 
itself in such difficulties that it has placed 
its resignation in the Emperor's hands. 
The immediate cause of the crisis is the 
opposition of the Polish Party to the 
Government; Since 1907 the Reichsrath 
has been elected on a basis of universal 
suffrage which makes it impossible entirely 
to suppress the views.of any section of the 
population. There are in Austria only 
ten million Germans among over twenty- 
eight million inhabitants, and the Czech, 
Polish, and Southern Slav districts, 
though under-represented as compared 
with the German provinces, have a total 
of representation greater than that of the 
German members. Hitherto the Govern. 
ment has been able to maintain a majority 
because the three national groups have not 
acted in common. The Poles have not co- 
operated with the Czechs and Southern 
Slavs, but have adopted an opportunist. 
policy, , Unlike the other national groups, 
their ultimate aspirations cannot be 
realised within the Hapsburg Empire ; the 
final settlement of their national claim 


| however, has radically altered this situa- 


tion. “It has held out to the Austrian 
Poles the prospect of a united and inde- 
pendent Poland. In these circumstances 
the Polish Party in the Reichsrath has 
deserted the Government and has formed a 
working alliance with the Czech and 
Southern Slav opposition. It is deter- 
mined to press for the creation of a 
genuinely independent Kingdom of Poland, 
to include the Polish provinces of Prussia 
as well as Galicia and Russian Poland. 
In the words of its spokesman, it “ con- 
demns and rejects the farcical Kingdom of 
Poland which Germany and Austria pre- 
tend to have created.” In its demand for 
a united and independent Poland it has 
secured the support of the Uzech and 
| Southern Slav groups, pledging itself in 
turn to support the demands of these 
groups. “Their demands are equally far- 
reaching in intention and emphatic in ex- 
pression. The Czech spokesman declared 
that “it has become absolutely necessary 
to transform the Hapsburg Monarchy into 
a federal State of free and equal national 
States,’ and defined as the Czech claim 
“the union of all branches of the Czecho- 
Slovak people in a single democratic 
State.” The Southern Slav spokesman 
similarly demanded “the union of all 
‘territories inhabited by Slovenes, Croats, 
and Serbs in an independent State 
organism, free from the rule of any 
foreign nation and resting on a democratic 
basis, under the sceptre of the Hapsburg 
dynasty.’ It is impossible for the Govern- 
ment, in face of the opposition of the 
German Austrians, of Berlin, and of 
Budapest, to concede these national de- 
mands. It is impossible for it to com- 
mand a majority in the Reichsrath if it 
refuses to concede them. It is impossible

Men who are mining coal or mak- 
ing munitions have, at least, a prima facie 
excuse for relief from military service ; 
but the case of strong young men who are 
doing nothing to help the war, at a time 
when discharged and wounded soldiers are 
being hurried back to the trenches, is 
utterly inexcusable, There are tens of 
thousands of such young men in Ireland 
to-day: during the present week we have 
seen whole battalions of them in the 
streets of Dublin, “It has been said that 
Anglo-Irish history is for Englishmen to 
remember and for Irishmen to forget.

time. It must be remembered that 1.15 
a.me Summer Time means 0.15 a.m. Green- 
wich Time. The dividing line between 
places where Thursday and Friday are the 
longest days runs due north and south 
through Great Britain, passing just west 
of Edinburgh and east of Perth, Thus 
for most of Scotland the 21st is the longest 
day, while for certain eastern counties 
the 22nd is the date. For the same reason 
several Welsh counties are similarly 
divided. As a general rule, England 
holds to-day as the longest, but exception 
must be made with regard to Cornwall, 
the greater part of Devon, and about half 
of Somerset and Cumberland. Such 
diversity of date of the longest.day occurs 
on every occasion, but it is not often that 
the line of separation happens to light on 
the British Isles—in point of size so insigni- 
ficant a part of the globe. The shortest 
‘longest’ day in Britain is 16 hours 19 
minutes at Lizard Head, and tho longest ts 
19 hours 6 minutes at the extreme north 
of the Shetlands.

ITS WORK AT MESSINES. 


IN AN ENGLISH DIVISION, 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Somewhere in France. 

It is no secret now that the task of capturing 
the Wyischaete-Messines Ridge was assigned 
mainly to the two Irish Divisions and the 
Anzacs. There was, however, an “ English” 
Division in between the Irish and the Anzacs, 
But in that English Division there is also an 
Irish battalion, that of the Irish Rifles which 
has been in France and Flanders since the be- 
ginning of the war. The newspapers have re- 
cently sung the praises of the Cheshires, and 
some of them have hinted that amongat then 
were ' some Irish boys.” These Irish boys had 
the most difficult task of the whole front, and | 
need hardly say they went over with the first 
wave. Their position of the line included a 
portion of the German trenches which took a 
sharp turn, which necessitated a most difficult 
wheeling operation of the attacking party. It 
was exactly at this point that the greatest of 
the mines went up. Had this mine failed, it is 
difficult: to say what would have been the for- 
tunes of the day.

| pended on the Irish Divisions, it was, perhaps, 
Í too much to expect that a few lines could be 


spared to tell of their Irish brothers hidden 
away in an English Division. Yet their part in 
the days work was acknowledged by all to be 
the great feature of the Division 'g success.

The Divisional General is reported to have 
said that the Irish boys leapt from the trenches 
hke trout from a stream se the terrible zero 
sounded. The ground rocked aud 
swayed, torn by the terrific explosion only a 
few hundred yards distant. Then the hills and 
woods behind seomed to open and belch out 
flame. One almost feared to face the torrent 
of fire and sound and shell coming from our own 
guns.. Naturally those most closely involved in 
the work of that grey dawn saw least of the 
spectacle. Only Generals, Press correspondents, 
and those favourably placed on commanding 
positions could fully realise the extent and 
As one who 
was in front of our guns, I can testify to the 
horror of the scene. 

In the midst of this hell let loose the aitack- 
ing companies climbed steadily from the 
trenches, and started to face the unknown. 
However, the bombardment was so systematic 
that the enemy s resistance was sapped before 
it could begin. Before long parties of prisoners 
began to come towards ont lina Many of them 
were wounded, and those who were not, were 
only too willing to act as stretcher-bearers, and 
thus ensure themselves of a speedy arrival at a 
place of safety from their own guns, which had 
by this tima begun to put up a barrage. Some

boys pressed on even beyond their objective, and 
did good work in coming to the help of others. 
For the next five days they, like others, had 
to endure the ordeal of sitting in newly-dug or 
repaired trenches under the heavy shelling by 
which the enemy attempts to prevent an ad- 


vaeper. 

There have been easualiies and many sad 
losees: but no one knows better how to die 
than an Irish soldier. This battalion has taken 
part in almost every attack since the beginning 
of the war, and it is satisfactory to know that. 
all things considered, their losses have never 
been so slight. It was on Messines Ridge that 
the news of Major Redmond’s glorious death 
reached us. This North of Ireland regiment, 
including large numbers from Dublin and other 
parts of Ireland, is made up of Catholics and 
Protestants, about 60 or 70 per cent. being 
Catholics. Never has there been the slightest 
friction between the two. One cannot but 
think that, if those who are so proud of them at 
home were to imitate their example, the cause 
for which Major Redmond died would soon be 
won-—the thorough union and good-will of all 
Irishmen in fighting and working together for 
a common cause 

At home in Ireland people sometimes fail to 
recognise the work and special, difficulties of 
Trish battalions hidden away in English 
Divisions. The ideal, which must one day be 
realised, ia to have all Irish battalions gathered 
together in Irish Divisions and Brigades, under 
Irish officers. Then, and not till then, will 
Irishmen be in their only proper surroundings. 
On the Somme last year it was the 
same battalion which captured an im- 
portant position and nearly 150 Prussian 
Guard.

For the third day in succession the 
Foreign Secretary was in hia place at 
question time.

that the Russian Government was con- 
sidering such a proposition. He politely 
declined to discuss the meaning of Presi- 
dent Wilson's reference to  Alsace- 
Lorraine, and comprehensively declared 
that to discuss terms of peace by means 
of question and answer was a futile pro- 
ceeding. Only one important piece of 
diplomatic intelligence did,he impart: the 
British and French Govertiments were not 
consulted by the Italian Government prior 
to the proclamation of an Italian Pro- 
tectorate over Albania. 

At the end of question time Mr. Dillon 
asked if the Government had any infor- 
mation regarding potato disease in Ire- 
land, Sir T, W. Russell replied that, 
while blight had appeared in four 
counties, there was no reason for anxiety 
while the weather remained fine.

Aviation.—-Fourteen German aeroplanes and 
a captive balloon were destroved on our front 
during the period 8th to 20th June.

EFFORTS TO FORM CABINET. 


A Vienna telegram says :—Count Clam Martinie 
yesterday continued his negotiations with 
various parties for the reconstriction of his 
Cabinet. He had long conferences with the 
Polish leaders and with the leader of the South 
Slav Club. It is generally supposed he will 
Succeed in surmounting the difficulties between 
the Poles and the Governmént. 

The Fremdenbdlatt says the Polish Club has 
accepted a proposal that no member of the 
Stuergkh Cabinet should belong to the new 
Government. It was demanded also that Polish 
membership of the. Cabinet should continue 
to be maintained, and a number of economic 
demands were also made. The most remark- 
able feature of the day was the joint meetin 
of the Slavs and Czechs for the purpose o 
common action. The view generally prevails 
that a detente has occurred in the situation. 

' IMPORTANCE OF POLISH SUPPORT, 

The Vossische Zeitung (Berlin) is indignant 
at the fact that, while Russians are still in 
Galicia, COzernowitz,” and the Bukovina, the 
Poles in the Lower House of the Austrian 
Reichsrath should throw down the gauntlet to 
Count Clam Martinic.

M. Grimm, 
issues the following 
expulsion from Russia:--He says 
through M. Teeretelli and M. 
Socialist Ministers, a copy of the telegram sent 
from Paris to the Swiss Minister in Petrograd. 
M. Bkobeleff informed him the telegram would 
be published in Berne and Petrograd. Before 
that was done he (M. Grimm) was to write a 


statement, which he did, but the Ministers did 
not approve it, as they wished it to be more 
strongly worded against the German and Swiss 
Governments. He refused to change the etate- 
ment, but the next day the negotiations were 
resumed. A new statement was drafted and 
presented to the Ministers, who, however, re- 
garded it as inadequate. On June 15th M. 
Grimm was asked to call upon M. Skobeéleff, 
who advised him to wave immediately, though 
ihe Government itself, he said, did not con- 
template taking any measures against him, 


M. Skobeleff said that the telegram from Berne 
would be published next day in Stockhdlm and 
Petrograd, and in the country of the revolu- 
tion one did not know what might happen after 
the publication. M. Tseretelli took steps to 
obtain for M. Grimm a ticket and passport. 
Everything was done very quickly. The follow- 
ing morning, June 16th, M. Grimm left Petro- 
grad, and reached the frontier without adven- 
tures. M. Grimm concluded by saying that he 
considers it beneath his dignity to reply to the 
reproach that he is a German agent. 
M. ALBERT THOMAS AND RUSSIA. - 

In an interview with the correspondent of the 
Agence Havas, at Btockholm, M. Albert Thomas 
declared that he was not in the least. surprised 
at the expulsion of Robert Grimm, and he 
trusted that the French people would recognise 
i+ as an act of wisdom, and as a valuable in- 
dication of the growth of authority of the 
Russian Provisional Government. 

M. Thomas added that there were signs of an 
improvement in the Russian ment's 
position. The heavy military machine was 
moving slowly but surely along the road leading 
to an offensive.

AUSTRIAN CRISIS. |RE-EXAMINATION OF REJECTED MEN 
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WAR OFFICE METHODS 
CRITICISED.

MR. BONAR LAW'S

‘lhe House went into Committee of Supply. 

Mr. PRINGLE, on the vote for the salary of 
the Secretary of State for War, moved the re- 
duction of the vote by £100, and called atten- 
tion to what he described as the scandal of the 
medical re-examination of discharged and re- 
jected men. He contended that not only had 
the promised precautions not been observed, but 
that, the re-examinations had been carried out 
in a harsh, cruel, unfair, and wasteful way. 
The recruiting authorities had shown no dis- 
cretion and no discrimination in calling the men 
up. They had called upon the halt, the maimed 
and the blind, the mute, the mad, and even 
the dead, to appear before these examining 
boards. The re-examination was often of a 
perfunctory character, and men had been 
drafted into the Army who were entirely unfit. 
They had a system of maladministration which 
could not be explained simply by a mistake. 
The authorities had acted with wanton cruelty, 
end had inflicted hardships upon individuals, 
which were having very mischievous results in 
relation to the conduct of the war. He pro- 
tested against this cowardly and contemptible 
measure of calling up the unfit as a wanton 
waste of the national resources. 

Sir GODFREY BARING, speaking as a ‘nem 
ber of an Apneal Tribunal, said that numberless 
cases had come before him "where mea had been 
passe.) ‘or veneral service and had ben after 
wards totally rejected by a Central Medical 
Board. The appeal tribunal with which he was 
connected had long since lost all confidence in 
the good faith of the local medical boards. 
The chairmen of these boards ought, as far as 
possible, to be civilian doctors, who were not 
dependent upon the War Office for their ad- 
Vancement. 

MR. MACPHERSON. 

Mr. MACPHERSON (Under-Secretary for 
War) said that the Military Service (Review of 
Exemptions) Act had been grossly mierepresented 
in the country. Its object was io re-examine 
men who had been rejected for military service. 
In the early stages of the war many men were 
rejected upon a cursory Inspection of the re- 
cruiting sergeants. Others had obtained rejec 
tion by fraud, and recently it had been found 
in one great city that 25 per cent. of the men 
re-examined proved to be “ A ” men who had 
been rejected on applying for admission to 
select. corpa on personal grounds. When the 
Act was passed the War (Office atated that if 
would involve the re-examination of more than 
a million men, but they did not expect to get 
more than 100,000 men, and that estimate was 
afterwards reduced to 60.000. That showed the 
good faith of the War Office. As a matter of 


fact, it was now calculated that by the time 
the re-examination was complet« they would get 
60,000 “ A ” men and 60. men in the lower 
categories. Tt must not he forgotten that many 


men were required for work behind the front,’ 
and practically every man who was sufficientiy 
nt to earn his living in a civil capacity could 
be usefully employed in the Army. They re 
quired one and a half men to keep one man in 
the trenches. If any man who came within the 
exceptions included in the Act was called up for 
re-examination, all he had te do was to fill 
up a form provided, and send it to the re- 
cruiting officer, and he would hear nothing 
more about it. But an organisation, sup- 
ported by eome members of the House, had 
advised men not to fill up that form It was 
now proposed that all men who had served | 
abroad, and had been discharged from the | 
Army, and were compulsorily taken under the 
acheme of reexamination, should, if they so 
claimed, at once be finally discharged. (Hear 
hear.) ' 


NO SECRET INSTRUCTIONS. 

He denied that segret instructions had been 
iseued by the War Office to the Medical Boarde 
cr to the reeruiting authorities. and he chal- 
lenged the production by any member of euch 
eecret imetructione, 

Mr. HOGGE eaid that. if the Under Secre- 
tary would give a pledge that the men con. 
cerned would not be touched by the authorities, 
he would produce euch an instruction 

Mr. MACPHERSON agaid that he wou!d give 
such a pledge. One instruction only had been 
given, and he quoted from thie document to 
show that it enjoined the uimost caré and con- 
sideration in the case of the men called. up 
for forxamination. -oKxnminations had been 
going on at the rate of 15,000 men a dav. end 
it was possible that some mistakes were made. | 
but the appeal tribunals and the Central Meá: 
cal Board were part of the svetem, and existed 
for the sake of rectifying any mistakes 
Further, inapecting officers had recently been 
appointed to review the work of the local 
Medival Boards, and investigations had been 
made into every caso oof alleged hardahip 
brought to his notice He complained that 
Mr. Pringle, although he alleged that hé had 
a whole sheaf of cases of hardship, some of 
which he deacribed as harrowing, had never 
ones supplied him with a case to investigate 
Ho (Mr. Pringle) preferred to keep the letters 
in his pocket, and use them to make a case 
againet the Government. (Cheers.) 


A SMALL COMMITTEE TO BE APPOINTED. 

The War Office were willing to investigate 
and remedy every caso of proved hardship, and 
were doing their beet to make the work of 
the Medical Boards as satisfactory aa posable, 
and he was autharwed to say that the Govern- 
ment was quite willing to appoint a amail Par- 
hamentary Committee to examine into the 
working of the Act. (Cheers.) 

Sir COURTENAY WARNER-—Will the Com- 
mittee have power to dismiee people found to 
ba at fault? 

Mr. MACPHERSON aaid that the Committee 
would not have executive powers, but he ob 
served that in one case, in a certain Cathedral 
the War Othice had already dismissed one 
If thie Committee of Inquiry found evi- 
deuce that officera had acted wrongly or un- 
fairly, or brutally or cruelly, to the men called 
up, he thought he might #eay that the Army 
Council would take the necessary steps. 


MR. ASQUITH, 


Mr. ASQUITH, after acknowledging the 
courteous nature of Mr. Macphereon's state- 
ment, said he presumed that the Committee 
which was to be appointed would be a Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, and that it 
would be within the scope of the reference 
not only to inquire into the alleged abuse in 
the past and the existing administration of the 
Act, but to make recommendations as to how 
far, by better organisatio® and improved 
machinery, such cases might be avoided in the 
future. Lf that were the intention of the Go- 
vernment, it relieved him of a very considerable 
burden. He felt a special responsibility in this 
matter, because he was largely answerable for 
the assent which the House gave to the adop- 
tion of compulsory military service. He was 
a“ the head of the Government at the time. 
A great many of his old colleagues in the 
Government, and othere in various ‘quarters 
of the House, viewed the principle of the 
measure with intense repugnance, and they 
only consented w ite adoption upon 
the ageurn ption that the principle 
of compulsion was going to he equitably and 
universally applied. When the second of the 
two Military Service Acts was passed, express 
ledges and assurances were given by his col- 
Renken with his assent, indicating their desire 
that all the men who had been medically re- 
jected should not be called upon to undergo a 
fresh examination. Mr. Walter Leng, with his 
full aseent, declared that it was a wmis- 
apprehension to suppose that it was the in- 
tention of the War Office to keep on re-examin- 
ing medically = men. It followed that 
when, in the earl) Fa of the present session, 
the bill, now an Act, the administration of 
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which they were considering that day, was 
brought forward, which provided for the re- 
newal of the medical examination of rejected 
men, the Government were asked to make it 
perfectly clear that it should be adminiatered 
in the spirit in which those original pledges 
were given, and with the utmost consideration 
for all the persons who might be brought under 
ite purview, and the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
assured them that that would be the case. 
The House acqui in that measure re- 
luctantly, because many of them thought that 
there were men im the country, who, having 
taken no pert, voluntarily or otherwise, in the 
conduct the war, might very fairly be called 
upon to serve in rity to those who bad’ been 
medically rej , and still more to those who, 
having served at the front, and been wounded, 
had returned , end had recovered. 


“ WIDESPREAD DISPLEASURE." 

The Committee had been told of the men 
who had been obtained under this Act.

been passed in an almost reckless fashion in one 
or other of the different ca ies, Evidence 
of that was absolutely overwhelming. (Hear, 
hear.) The right of appeal was a very in- 
sufficient protection against individual cases of 
hardship. The total number of cases which 
had been brought before the Appeal Tribunal 
for the County of London, showing the results 
of medical re-examination for the five months 
ending 9th May last, was 490. Of these, in 28) 
per cent. of the cases there was no alteration. 
Ín 10 per cent., the category in which thé man 
had been placed was raised. In no less than 
per cent. of the cases the category was 
lowered, in nearly 20 per cent. the man bein 
either referred back or rejected altogether. | 
that had been the case in the ,County of 
Kondon, they might be quite sure it had been 
the case in other paris of the country also. 
(Hear, hear.) 
SOME SUGGESTIONS. | 
He ventured to offer one or two suggestions 
with regard to the committee. which was going 
to be appointed. He thought the constitution 
of the tribunals in the first instance ought to 
be modified and improved. If it was the fact, 
as had been suggested, that the President had 
the power to overrule the opinion of his col- 
leagues--(Mr. BONAR LAW-<It. is not s0.). 
He (Mr. Asquith) would suggest that it should 
be clearly understood that there was complete 
parity of authority between the different mem- 
bers, and that, as far as possible, the Pre- 
sident of the Board should not be a person in 
the employment of the War Office. (Cheers.) 
In the interest of everybody it was” desirable 
that the President of such a body should be an 
independent medical man. Another suggestion 
he would like to make was that when a man 
who had been wounded or invalided from the 
front had been recalled for examination, and 
it had been decided that he was not yet to 
return, that decision should be taken as final. 
Mr. BONAR LAW~—lI think that is the case. 
Mr. ASQUITH—lIt is not, from the mforma- 
tion that reaches me. Continuing, he said that 
he had cases brought to his notice in which 
men who had been wounded or invalided from 
the front, and had gone before one of these 
tribunals, were sometimes told that they must 
come up again, after some specific interval of 
time, to be re-examined. That was a very 
great hardship. (Hear, hear.) He was perfectly 
certain that the gain of the very small hypo- 
thetical coutingent of men for the Army which 
could be achieved by re-examining these men 
was far more than counter-balanced by the 
hardship, injustice, and uncertainty in which 
they threw the whole of their lives by keeping 
this spectre of the possibility of their being 
called up again in front of them. (Cheers.) 


MR. BONAR LAW. 


Mr. BONAR LAW said that. after making 
the closest inquiry in his power, he had arrived 
at the belief that the more the way in which 
this Act had been carried out was ‘examined, 
the more it would be found that the War Office. 
both in theory and, so far as possible, in prac- 
tice, had tried to carry out the definite pledges 
which were given by himself m the House, 
ani, he thought, with considerable success. He 
asked for an explanation of the overcrowding 
which had been complained of, and was in- 
formed that this waa due to the fact that not 
all those to whom notice had been sent to 
submit themselves for re-examination responded 
at the time they were asked to come, and con- 
qeetion resulted. When the overcrowding was 
discovered by the War Office, they sent a tele- 
gram to all the centres throughout the country, 
dated May 12th, giving the medical boards, 
instructions, with a view to remedying the 
matter. Tit had been asserted that the War 
Office should have been able to find 
from their own records, the men who had 
wounded, and ought not to have sent 
them calling-up notices. But it had been ex- 
plained to him that the men who had been 
wounded, and had been called upon for re- 
examination, were men who had been registered 
under the same name, but at entirely different 
addresses from those in the Army books. With 
regard to the Medical Boards, the Govern- 
ment took all the steps they could, before the 
Act was passed, to get competent men, and Dr 
Galloway, the leading physician at Charing 
‘ross Hospital, was appointed Insnector of the 
Boards. Dr. Galloway told him that 
he had visited almost everyone of these Boards. 
and he said that in view of the very large 
number of decisions which had to be arrived 
at by these bodies, it was inevitable that errors 
should from time to time oecur. but on occa- 
"Ons too numerous to mention he had been a 
witness of the patience and courtegy shown 
hy members of the Boards, in circumstances 
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Mr Bonar Law added that these Medical 
'oards were almost entirely civilian. Their 
members were rendering great service to the 
country, and one result of this kind of 
criticism was that they were feeling that 
neither the Government nor the House of 
Vemmons was supporting them in their work. 


TRIBUTE TO THE WAR-OFFICE. 

He (Mr. Bonar Law) was not disposed in the 
‘nallest degree to approach this subject on 
behalf of the Government in a spirit of apology. 
After examining this matter as closely as he 
could, he was satistied that at no tame had any 
work of the War (Office been done more con- 
scientiously, and he doubted if it had ever been 
done more efficiently, lt seemed to be as 
sumed that unless a man was ht to be a 
soldier in the ordinary sense the War Office 
should not take him.

larity, it would be impossible for any Govern- 
ment to carry the war to a satisfactory concly- 
gion (Loud cheers.) This criticism came 
mainly from those who, whenever they got the 
chance, directed the same kind of ‘agitation 
acainat every previous effort which was made to 
obtain men. (Mr. HODGB~That is not true.) 
He said to those who were really anxious, as he 
knew the late Prime Minister was, to have the 
best efforts of this country thrown into this war 
that they ought to be a little on their guard in 
oe with those who on every occasion had 
ought against the very object which the pre- 
sent Government and the last equally tried to 
attain. (Loud cheers.) 


MH. NIELD. 


Mr. NIELD declared that the whole system of 
medical re-examination required to be drasti- 
cally overhauled. It was clear that the Army 
Couneil instructions were not being followed, 
and, as the result, tuberculous men were being 
sent into the Army. He welcomed the promise 
of a Committee, and be hoped that it might be 
the means of allaying the very grave source of 
unrest which was i“ & exploited for all that it 
was worth by certain people.

| RECONSTITUTION OF 
THE LORDS. . 


EARL CURZON AND TL: 
CONFERENCE. 
HOUSE OF LOROS—Thursday. 


The Lonp CHANCELLOR téok his seat on the 
woolsack at 4.20. 

The Earl of CRAWFORD, replying to the 
Marquis of Salisbury, said that Mr. Barnes, the 
Minister of Pensions, very much regretted the 
delay that had occurred in issuing the Royal 
Warrant prescribing the pensions for disabled 
Officers. It had now been practically settled, 
and it was hoped to lay it before Parliament 
within the next fortnight. Its publication would 
not be delayed a moment longer than was 
necessary. The beneficiaries would. suffer no 
financial disadvantage from the delay, as the 
new scales of payment would operate as from 
the beginning of April. 

The Gaming Machines (Scotland) Bill passed 
through Committee. 


Lord BURNHAM asked the Government 
when á statement would be made in the House 
as to the setting up of the terms of reference 
to the Conference which was to be appointed 
to consider and report upon the reconstitution 
and reconstruction of that House. He said 
that some statement of thia kind was much 
overdue. It was a matter of supreme moment 
from the national and the Imperial point of 
view. It was a month since a declaration on 
the subject had been made in - pay nd 
; by Mr. Walter Long. lf any Con- 
foes eine ie up, he hoped that it would be 
animated by the same spirit that pervaded the 
Speaker's Conference. it was urgently desir- 
able that their lordships’ House should emerge 
from the maze of political absurdities created 
by the Parliament Act. ‘The ' debt of honour 
which would not brook delay ” had passed into 
the region of proverbial philosophy. He thought 
that the House of Lords had an important 
part to play in the reconstruction problems 
that would come before Parliament im the next 
few years. 


LORD CURZON. 


Earl CURZON said that, speaking personally, 
he was in sympathy with the noble lord’s line 
of argument. Speaking for the Government, 
he was the last person to under-rate the ex- 
treme importance of the matter, The pledge of 
Mr. Asquith, given at the time of the passing 
of the Parliament Act, that it ought either to 
be accompanied or followed at an early date 
by a measure of reconstitution of the House 
of Lords, still stood unredeemed. It was de- 
scribed by the Minister who gave it in that 
House as a debt of honour, and it was un- 
doubtedly an obligation the weight of which 
was felt by any Government that was in power. 
The case for the fulfilment of that pledge had 
become much stronger by the events of the 
past few weeks. Parliament was now being 
invited to give itg assent to a great measure 
which would reconstitute the electorate of the 
country on a far wider basis. He agreed with 
Lord Burnham that it would be the greatest 
political revolution that had been accomplished 
since the Reform Bill of 1831.. It must be 
obvious that when both Houses were asked to 
assent to the proper co-ordination of the Lower 
Chamber with the Upper, the question of the 
composition and constitutional powers of the 
Upper Chamber emerged as a factor of im- 
portance. It was in that spirit that Mr. Long 
made his pronouncement in the House of 
Commons. e owed the House some apology 
for not having anticipated that. statement. He 
waited until it was certain that the progress 
of the Representation of the People Bill made 
it clear that the Government would be able to 
roceed with the proposal now in question. 

at prospect seemed assured, and. accordingly 
the Government would be able to proceed with- 
out further delay to set up the Conference to 
which the question related. The Govern- 
ment would proceed with as much prompti- 
tude as they could, and when their proposals 
were further advanced the House would be 
entitled to a full statement as to the compodsi- 
tion of the suggested Conference. They hoped 
to proceed, broadly speaking, very much on 
the lines of the successful Speaker's Confer- 
ence. It would be unfair for him to attempt 
to state what would be the exact composition of 
the Conference, but it was obvious that in a 
matter affecting that House they were entitled 
to a larger representation than on the Speakers 


Conference. 


FUNCTIONS OF THE CONFERENCE. 


As to the functions of the Conference, 1% 
would undoubtedly be asked to consider the 
question of the future powers of that House, 
apart from its reconstitution. It would be use- 
less merely to substitute one set of persons for 
another, unless the Carenee. also as” “a 
the much more important and vital question 
of their powers. ‘That had been wader- 
stood by statesrnen of alf parties. Te was nest 
asked whether the Conference would start, as a 
basis for reconstruction, with the report of Lord 
Rosebery'’s Committee. That idea had not en- 
tered the heads of the Government. But, no 
doubt, that would come under the notice of 
the Conference, as well as Lord Lansdowne’s re- 
solutions. He imagined that the reference to 
the Committee would be of a general desecrip- 
tion. Nothing would be more unwise than to 
tie down the Conference to the consideration of 
any particular topics,.or to limit the scope of its 
duties and powers. It was obvious that the 
task of the Conference would be one of the 
greatest. complexity and difficulty. They had, in 
the proceedings of the Speaker's Conference, a 
good omen for the success of the Conference, 
and when it started on its work he hoped it 
would receive the sympathy and support 
of which it stood in need from both sides of 


the House. 
LORD CREWE. 


The Marquis of CREWE said that the pro 
posals now before the House of Commons con- 
stituted a tremendous revolution, but the 
augury of their general acceptance was good. 
He cordially hoped that equal success would 
attend the Conference for the reconstitution of 
their lordships’ House. He agreed that it would 
be futile to attempt .to alter its constitution, 
without also taking into consideration its rela- 
tion to the other House and to the country. He 
had never concealed that he regarded the 
Parliament Act as a most inconvenient neces- 
sity, but it was, in his view, at the time a 
necessity, in order to avoid single-Chamber 
government. He was as anxious as anyone 
that the present gion in the position of the 
House should he changed. He was urateful for 
the general statement made by Lord Curzon. 
Noble lords on that bench realised the heavy 
burden on the shoulders of the Government, 
and desired to extend to them every considera- 
tion. But the Government would realise the 
desirability of not delaying too long a state- 
ment of further details of the Conference. 
What was far more important was the question 
of the powers which were to be given to the 
reconstituted House. Even if there had been 
no Speaker's Conference, the question of the 

wers of the House of Lords would have 
called urgently for reconsideration. They could 
not be expected to sit down and tolerate, for an 
indefinite time, an arrangement which placed 
them in a position inferior to that of any other 
Second Chamber in any civilised community, 
and an arrangement whieh, according to the 
showing of those responsible for it, was in. 
tended to be only a temporary and stop-gap ar- 
rangement. The House was also entitled to 
discuss the terms of reference.

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MADAME MARKIEVICZ IN 
epicentre 
SCENES IN THE STREETS. 


Madame Markievicz arrived at Kingstown 
yesterday evening on board the mail boat 

inster. A large crowd assembled on the 
harbour front near the Carlisle Pier to witness 
her arrival. On the boat she wae accompanied 
by her sister, Miss Eva Gore-Booth, and a 
number of other friends. Madame Markievicz 
wore a Sinn fein flag in her coat lappel, and 
even before the boat stopped some ladies passed 
her a bouquet of lilies decorated with Sinn 
Fein ribbons, She travelled by train to West- 
land row, and along the route waved her 
bouquet to every cheering group. At the 
Kingstown Railway Station, although the 
‘carriage door was locked, some young men tried 
to get into the carriage. The railway officials 
would not allow ordinary passengers to travel 
by the boat train. Some of the young men 
persisted and the officials resisted, and in the 
crush a window of the compartment was broken. 
Madame Markievicz and others asked the men 
to come on by the next train. 

ARRIVAL IN DUBLIN. 

Thé train reached Westland row Station 
about 6.15 p.m. Outside the station the street 
was densely thronged. Music was provided. 
A pipers’ band waited on the south side of the 
Butt Bridge to play Madame Markievicz over 
to «63 Liberty Hall, whose battered walls 
were gay with Sinn Fein bunting. The 
entrances to the station were partly 
closed and = railway officials and police- 
men guarded them, and few except ticket- 
holders were admitted to the premises. At 
the arrival platform a motor car and a number 
of wagonettes were drawn up, and a crowd of 
a couple of hundred congregated, the Sinn Fein 
colours being prominently displayed, as well as 
many flags. A short time before the train was 
due a bedy of men in civilian attire marched 
up the platform in military order, and halted 
at a word of command, After going through 
some evolutions, they drew up near the edge 
of the platform to await the incoming train. 
A through incoming train from Kingstown 
made a stop: at a neighbouring platform, and 
a number of soldiers, who were amongst the 
passengers from the mail boat, were for a few 
moments interested spectators of the scene. 
Then the Dublin train afrived, and instantly 
there was a loud buret of cheering and flag- 
waving. When Madame Markievicz appeared 
at the carriage door those nearest shook her 
hand and those behind waved hats and hand-

kerchiefs,..cheering all the while. A passage 
was cleared to the motor car; in which Madame 
Markievicz, her sister, and Dr. Kathleen Lynn 
took their seata. A command was given to the 
bodyguard, and the motor car, the wagonettes, 
and the - crowd moved slowly towards 
the station exit. There were many eight- 
seers in the windows in Westland row and 


Great Brunswick street, but neither they nor [ 


the majority of the spectators who thronged 
the thoroughfare took any part in the organised 
demonstration of welcome. Photographers and 
cinematograph operators were busy taking pic- 
tures of the scene. A commotion and some 
langhter was caused at the corner of Great 
Brunswick street by one of the horses attached 
to the leading wagonette sitting down. on his 
hindquarters on the tram track, apparently to 
rest. before facing the fatigue of the wearisome 

rambulation that had been arranged without 


hia consent. A number of women and giris be- 
longing to political orgarisations took part in 
the procession. Progress was slow through 
Great Brunswick street and Tara street. As 
the motor car approached the Butt Bridge the 
waiting band strack up a Sinn Fein tune, and 
led the procession aeross towards Liberty Hall. 

For an hour before the arrival of the proces- 
gion groups of men, women, ard children began 
to assemble in Beresford place, in the vicinity 
of Liberiy Hall. The Hall is in the hands of 
ihe contractor, who is repairing the damage 


done to it by the military bombardment during 
the rebellion week. It ia virtually an empty 
shell. with brick and mortar and lime dust in 
plenty stirewing the floors. The place was 
lavishly decorated with Sinn Fein flags gf 
every shape and size, and a canopy was erected 
ever the front door adorned with the same 
colours. Women stood in the paneless windows 
waving what are called republican colours, and 
those in the streets around imitated the 
example. When the first carriage drew up in 
front of Liberty Hall the people cheered loudly, 
and those who had flags—and thev were to be 
counted. be hundreds—waved them wildly. 
Madame Markievicz was received by her friends 
in Liberty Hall, and she remained with them 
for about an hour. About half-past seven the 
dense crowding was relieved by the withdrawal 
of a nusnber of people whose curiosity had been 
satisfied.

Following the closing of the Liverpool Cotton 
Fututes Market the Spot Market yesterday 
opened strong with an advancing tendency. 
Trading, however, was on only a moderate gcale, 
merchants waiting for the result of the confer- 
ence with the Board of Trade. Though the busi- 
ness of buying and sellinge cotton goods in Man- 


chester is practically stopped, the mills through- 


out Lancashire continue to use the remaining 
raw material at the old rate. A resort to 
short time is advocated to avoid the possibility 
of the early exhaustion of stocks and the con- 
sequent stoppage of the mills 

Several important organisations in the cotton 
trade will meet to-day to consider the reply 
which should be given to the Minister of 
Labour on the question of running short time.

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THE STREETS AT NIGHT.

CELEBRATING THE RELEASES IN 
THE COUNTRY. 

Stack and the other released Kerry 
accorded a big reception in 
rralee, which was brilliantly illuminated for 
the occasion. Sinn Fein flags were hung out 
iu most of the houses, and bonfires were lighted 
in several places. Songs were sung by the big 
crowds which tined tne streets when the re- 
leased men arrived by motor car from Killarney 
at balf-past one o'clock in the morning. 

On Tuesday night Listowel was illuminated 
to celebrate the release of the rebellion 
prisoners, and a procession, headed by the 
brass band, paraded the different streets sing- 
ing Sinn féin songs, waving flags, and cheer- 
ing. Tar barrels were lighted in the streeis. 

The local bands turned out in Tulsk and 
Strokestown to celebrate the release of the 
prisoners, and paraded the roada for a great 
part of the night, followed by large numbers 
of people, old and young. Speeches were de- 
livered at Tulsk, and the police charged the 
crowd, and there was a tussle.

Siz,—You comment on the omission, in the 
Convention scheme, of entation for many

the consideration and the attempt to meet an 
agreement on the form of self-government poe 
on a franchise system and a system of offibial 
appointments best suited for Jreland’s material 
and intellectual development, for ber nationat 
honour, for the protection of minorities, and 
for the reconcilement of diverging national and 
political ideals? With regard to these matters, 
do not all Irishmen feel and think on political, 
not class, lines, and are not most of them 
represented in essentials and principle by the 
spohannéa of the political parties they belong 
4 . 

In saying that political or national senti- 
ments and opinions will necessarily be the pre- 
dominating influence in the Convention 1 do 
nob mean to suggest that any party or interest 
or many individuals will enter it with such 
eee preconceptions as to refuse to consider 
other views or to discuss adjustments or con- 
cessions. One principle will be common to all—~ 
the good of Ireland—and there will be toler- 
ance, I hope, for the advocacy of any form of 
government, from martial law to independence, 
which can be argued to protect her people, 
promote her prosperity, and maintain her 
national dignity. 

But will not the practical discussion centre 
round the form of franchise, whether by cumu- 
lative or property vote, or by grouping of con- 
stituencies or otherwise, in addition to house- 
hold or adult suffrage; the constitution of a 
second chamber, and also the system of ap- 
pen to official positions which will 
est secure fair representation in  Parlia 
ment and in administration to minorities and 
remove any fears, however unreasonable, of 
oppression or of exclusion? May not we 
Nationalists hope that, when an agreement has 
been reached upon such a system, the Unionists 
of Ireland will be at one with us in re 
cognising Ireland in its historical individuality 
as their country as well as ours by birth, in- 
heritance, and ownership—ite freedom and 
nationality and honour as their own—and will 
Join us in claiming complete control of her 
trade, her taxation, and her defence by the 
amendment of the Home Rule Act into the 
seatocwtion of the pre-Union Kingdom of Ire- 

nd | 

If they desire, as they declare. a union of 
eres and co-opération* between Ireland and 
ingland for their common interests. they can 
help substantially in the one way of bringing 
this about—by taking part in the establish. 
ment of a fully self-governing and self-protect- 
ing Trish nation.—Yours, etc..

Sik,—Referring to the letter from Mr. J. 
Landfear Lucas, headed “ Puck Fair,” pyblished 
in your issue of the 19th inst., I am happy to 
be able to give Mr. Lucas the information he 
seeks, which I obtained from a thoroughly 
trustworthy source some years ago, as follows ~ 

Some eighty or ninety years ago the gathering 
which represented Puck Fair, as now held for 
many years past in the town of Killorglin; was 
held at a place some few miles outside the 
‘town. Though nominally a fair, this annual 
gathering was chiefly held for the purpose of 
giving rival factions an opportunity of meeting 


and indulging in the then national pastime of 
faction-fightiug, the result invariably being a 
large erop of broken heads and bodies more or 
less damaged, according to circumstances. This 
at length caused the local authorities who were 
charged wita the maintenance of the King's 
peace so much trouble that they put their heads 
together and issued an edict that in future 
this fair should be held in the town of Kil- 
lorylin, hoping by this means to have more 
effective control over the lawless element This 
element, however, promptly decided that it 


would mot be thus deprived of its annual gala, 


and refused ea masse to come to Killorglin on 
the appointed day. lt insisted instead on 
going to the old happy hunting ground, and 
indulging there in the time-honoured revelry 
all except one old man, who led a solitary puck 
goat for sale to the town of Killorglin. In 
derision this poor animal was seized, placed on 
a platform in the centre of the town, and beils 
were tied to its long horns—a practice which 
some representative of the male goat, species has 
to submit on every llth August to the 
present day.

If claimants would enlist the expert as 
sistance of the officials-—always most courteously 
granted—they would find their path to a speedy 
refund much smoother. In a long experience 
of the Claims Office, I have found that delays 
invariably arose from defects in my papers, and 
these defecta must he remedied. Cc aimante 
irritated at what they consider undue delay, 
should remember that it is a very serious mat. 
ter for an official to vouch an imperfect claim 
Such a blunder might mar his whole career.
